Sheridan says he is look¬ 
ing forward to retirement. 

“I’m 72 years old; I think 
it’s time 1 throw in the 
gloves,” he says, noting that 
managing all of the differ¬ 
ent aspects of the inn is 
close to a 24-hour per day 
commitment. 

“It’s a demanding job,” 
says Sheridan, adding that 
sometimes he has gone to 
bed at 2 a.m. only to have 
the phone ring an hour 
afterwards with someone 
requesting a room. 

“In a business this size, 
you can’t have a big support 
of staff because you can’t 
afford to have managers in 
every department. You have 
to manage the whole thing 
yourself.” 

As such, he will be spend¬ 
ing at least the next few 
weeks finalizing various 
aspects of the changeover 
and assisting the new 
owner, Ishrat “Aneese” 
Hussain of Calgary in run¬ 
ning the operation. 

The inn employs over 20 
people and all them will 
keep their jobs in the transi¬ 
tion. 

“I’ve been fortunate,” 
Sheridan says. “Over the 
years. I've hail a lot of good 
staff.” 

Among the longest-serv¬ 
ing employees is tavern 
manager Jamie Stroyan, 
who began working in the 
inn’s restaurant nine years 
ago and switched to the bar 
two years later. 

When asked what has 
kept her with the inn for 
almost a decade, Stroyan 
credits Sheridan’s influ¬ 
ence. 

“It has a lot to do with 
Jack,” she says. “He’s a 
great guy; he’s the best boss 
I’ve ever had. That’s why it’s

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EMS transfer should be smooth: health minister 


All rural hospitals also being examined

Next w»*t*k’s official handover of EMS services to 
provincial government authority is not expected have 
any negative impact on overall patient service, says 
Health Minister Ron Liepert. 

“1 am fully confident that no one in this province will 
see an difference in our delivery of emergency serv¬ 
ice,” Liepert said during the keynote address at Olds- 
Didsbury-Three Hills Constituency annual general 
meeting at the Olds Legion Marc h 19. 

Under the changeover, which occurs on April 1, 
ambulances can now be dispatched outside former 
regional boundaries. 

“The only thing we are going to start to see is the 
ability to deliver services better and more efficiently 
for the patient. It will let paramedics work to the full 
scope of their practice and not be transportation 
providers and babysitters in emergency rooms. 

"After April 1 it will be part of the health system and 
paramedics will have some options of where they take 
patients. They won’t always have to take them to the 
emergency rooms.” 

Liepert said he believes an ongoing Canadian Union 
of Public Employees radio campaign questioning the 
EMS changeover is more about a power struggle 


between CIJPE and other unions than a dispute with 
the province. 

“They knew if they ran radio ads that told the real 
story, that this is a union fight, that nobody would have 
any sympathy for it, so they arc* doing what typical 
unions do, they try to create some fear.” 

The province will be starting a radio ad campaign of 
its own regarding the EMS changeover, he* said. 

As well as comments about the EMS changeover, 
Liepert also spoke on rural hospitals, the new seniors 
drug plan, the upcoming budget and other topics. 

In an exclusive interview following the meeting, 
Liepert said while there are no plans to shutdown any 
rural hospitals in west central Alberta, all rural hospi¬ 
tals are being examined. 

“We need to take a look at facilities, communities, 
regions and make sure that what the residents of those 
areas need is being provided. It may not be provided in 
exactly the same way it is being provided today, but 
that’s the work we have to do and that’s going to be an 
evolving thing over the next few years. 

“We’ve got to make sure we know what the capabili¬ 
ties are and then ensure that that facility meets the 
needs of that community. We would clearly not be 
doing anything without community involvement.” 

During his speech, Liepert also touched on plans to 
examine rural hospitals. 


“We will take a look at every facility to ensure that it 
is delivering what it could deliver, and if it can’t deliv¬ 
ery that then what is it we can do to fix it. 

“One of the things we have to ensure is that if you 
put an H (hospital) on the side of a building you had 
better be able* to deliver II services.” 

Mountain View County Reeve A1 Kemmere asked 
Liepert where residents will be able* to voice health 
c are concerns now that the RHAs are disbanded. 

Liepert replied that new community health councils, 
which are still in the process of being formed, will be 
one area where concerns can be direc ted. 

The province will table its 2009-2010 budget on April 
7. 

“We are going to bring forward a budget that is going 
to be positive. Spending is going to be certainly thinner 
than it has in the past. There won’t be cuts; we will be 
sending more money that we did last year. That’s not a 
cut, but there is a going to be a re-allocation. 

“We are going to do everything we can to preserve 
health care, education, seniors programs, and those 
programs for those who need them most. As we go 
through this change in the economy I don’t think it’s 
necessarily a bad thing.” 

The province has $40 billion in reserves, including in 
the Heritage Trust Fund, he said. 

Liepert also touched on plans to re-examine a pro¬ 
posed new seniors drug plan.

“I will say to you that we’ve heard loud and clear that 
we need to take another look at our seniors drug plan 
and we are doing that. We are going to be bringing out 
some modifications. So I’d ask many of you who have 
concerns in that area to bear with us. We are going to 
make this work.” 

Regarding the overall health-care system and where 
he sees it going over the next months, Liepert said 
changes are needed to make the system viable over the 
long-term. 

“The bottom line with health care in this province 
and this country is we can’t continue to do things like 
we’ve been doing things up until now or else we won’t 
have a health system,” he said. 

“If we don’t fix health care, fix the structure of 
health care and how we deliver health care and how 
we pay for health care, we are just going to continue to 
throw money at it and we are not going to have a sys¬ 
tem that is going to be there for us. What do we do if 
our publicly-funded health system goes broke?”

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Council considers ‘child safety zones’

Didsbury town council considered a proposal to 
change all school zone and playground zone signs to 
“child safety zones” at its Mar. 1ft meeting. 

The proposed new zone would replace all play¬ 
ground and school zones in town and have a speed 
limit of 30 km/h, effective daily from 8 a.m. to 9 p.m. 

“The problem with school zones is that schools are 
out at different times,” noted Conn. Ernie Ryckman. “It 
gets quite confusing." 

Conn. Bob Davidson agreed that it would be a good 
idea to create “zones where children are present, so 
that no matter what you have to slow.” 

Having to slow down when no children are likely to 
be anywhere nearby is "ridiculous,” he added. 

However, there are several difficulties with institut¬ 
ing such a zone, indicated Community Peace Officer 
Derek Sutherland in a written response to the propos¬ 
al. 

“We have to stick with the recognized province-wide 
terminology of school zone and playground zone,” 
wrote Sutherland. 

In addition, a “child safety zone” bylaw would not be 
enforceable because very few outside of Didsbury 
would know what it was, he added. 

Implementing the suggested zone would also be 
expensive, indicated town administration. 

Ninety new signs would be needed, a total cost of 


about $4,500. Further expenses would include 
installing the signs and explaining their meaning to the 
public. 

The concept was submitted to council by local real¬ 
tor Dan Peters. 

“If you asked me right now what time school zones 
were in effect, I wouldn’t have a clue,” Peters said, not¬ 
ing that many residents of Didsbury don’t have school- 
aged children and thus don’t always know when school 
is not in session. 

Furthermore, some school zones are only effective at 
certain times throughout the day, meaning that the cur¬ 
rent signs often have several sets of times listed. 

“Have you ever tried to read a school zone sign?” 
asked Peters. “You have to come to a dead stop to read 
all of the sign.” 

Creating “child safety zones” would make driving 
through areas where children are present “less confus¬ 
ing and safer,” Peters said. 

Council has tabled the proposal until such time as 
changes are made to provincial legislation that could 
make the new zones more viable, said Mayor Brian 
Wittal. 

According to Sutherland, alternatives to installing 
new signs could include making the school zones 
effective straight through from 8:30 a.m. to 5 p.m. or 
making school zones into playground zones, for which 
the 30 km/h speed limit is in force from dawn to dusk 
every day of the week.

War on drugs 
should include 
treatment

The Harper government has 
introduced legislation that, if 
passed, will impose mandatory 
minimum prison sentences for 
serious drug crimes committed in 
west central Alheriu and c\cr> 
where else in Canada. 

By putting more drug offenders in jail and keep¬ 
ing them there longer, the government hopes to 
make communities safer while deterring young 
people from getting involved with illegal drugs in 
the first place. 

“These measures are a proportionate and meas¬ 
ured response designed to disrupt criminal enter¬ 
prise; drug producers and dealers who threaten the 
safety of our communities must face tougher penal¬ 
ties,” said federal justice minister Rob Nicholson. 

“Mandatory prison sentences are appropriate for 
those who commit serious drug offences threaten¬ 
ing our society.” 

While no one can argue with efforts to help com¬ 
bat the widespread and growing problem of drug- 
profit fueled organized crime, any long term 
improvements must include more than just tougher 
penalties. 

They must also include efforts to treat the drug 
addictions that drive much of the crime in the first 
place. 

The proposed amendments to the Controlled 
Drugs and Substances Act (CDSA) call for special 
penalties to be imposed when offences are carried 
out for organized crime purposes or if they target 
youth. 

Other amendments to the CDSA include the fol¬ 
lowing: 

• A one-year mandatory prison sentence for deal¬ 
ing drugs such as marijuana, when carried out for 
organized crime purposes or when a weapon or vio¬ 
lence is involved. 

• A two-year mandatory prison sentence for deal¬ 
ing drugs such as cocaine, heroin or methampheta- 
mines to youth, or for dealing those drugs near a 
school or in an area normally frequented by youth. 

• A two-year mandatory prison sentence for the 
offence of running a large marijuana grow opera¬ 
tion involving at least 500 plants. 

• Increased maximum penalties for cannabis pro¬ 
duction from 7 years to 14 years imprisonment. 

• Tougher penalties for trafficking GHB and fluni- 
trazepam, most commonly known as date-rape 
drugs. 

If this new legislation helps stem the rampant 
drug violence now becoming commonplace in 
Calgary, Edmonton, Vancouver and in smaller rural 
communities then it certainly is welcome news. 

Who can argue that anyone who commits “serious 
drug offences threatening our society,” as Minister 
Nicholson puts it, should be severely punished? 

However, judging from many recent cases in Red 
Deer and Didsbury provincial courts where drugs 
have been both the root cause and the immediate 
driver of offences, it’s clear that any workable solu¬ 
tions will have to take into account both punish¬ 
ment and treatment. 

Hopefully, MBs - including area Conservative 
MPs Blake Richards and Earl Dreeshen - realize 
that once these new tougher drug amendments are 
passed, there will still be work to be done.

8 Hoist the chainsaw up to the roof and cut a hole, allowing the 
building to ventilate as heat and smoke go out and cool air comes 
in. This both increases the victim's chance of survival and improves 
visibility for firefighters. 

9 Have other firefighters lower you into the room using a rope and 
pull you back out carrying the victim. Strap the victim into a stretch¬ 
er, tie ropes to the stretcher and lower him or her to the ground, 
using the ladder as a slide.

The Didsbury Cemetery 
is in grave need of some 
improvements that

That’s the message from 
a recently formed com¬ 
mittee dedicated to mak¬ 
ing improvements to the 
cemetery site. 

Creation of the ceme¬ 
tery committee was 
spurred by Gerry 
Marginet, who currently 
provides part-time help to 
the Town of Didsbury 
Public Works department. 

“1 guess I have a soft 
spot for cemeteries,” 
explains Marginet, who 
also spearheaded the first 
memorial service at the 
cemetery in 2006, with 
this year’s memorial serv¬ 
ice is being planned for 
June 7 at 2 p.m. 

Primarily drawn from 


the various churches 
around town, the other 
members of the multi- 
denominational commit¬ 
tee are Gayle Veno, Pat 
Luft, Bruce Freeman, 
Willard Stauffer, Robert 
Mohns, Richard Hope and 
James Reichenbacher. 

Claude Baril chairs the 
committee, which has the 
goal of developing a strat¬ 
egy that will: 

• Raise awareness 
of the challenges faced in 
improving the cemetery 

• Allow for 

improvement of the con¬ 
ditions of existing ceme¬ 
tery plots. 

• Include a pro¬ 
gram to beautify the 
cemetery through initia¬ 
tives like tree replace¬ 
ment. 

“We want to bring 
awareness to what we 
hope to accomplish and 
to let people know that 


they can be partners in 
that," says Baril. 

Among the proposed 
improvements is an addi¬ 
tional columbarium for 
the aboveground storage 


of cremation urns and the 
pouring of cement rows 
to anchor headstones in 
place. The total cost for 
the headstone project is 
estimated at $2,000 per

row for each of the 
approximately 140 rows 
in the cemetery, for a 
total cost of $280,000. 

To raise the awareness 
and support necessary to 
complete such projects, 
committee members will 
also be handing out infor¬ 
mation at the Didsbury 
Trade Show on April 4 
and 5. 


“We need to present the 
fundraising element as 
well as share with people 
some specific things that 
we’d like to accomplish,” 
says Baril, noting that 
installing benches, 

planters and additional 
picnic tables are all being 
considered to make the 
cemetery more inviting. 

“The cemetery is a 
place...that can represent 
death hut it also should 
reflect life," he says.

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Bullying can have tragic results

“Suicide is a permanent 
solution to a temporary 
problem.” 

Such was the warning 
from Bully-180 program 
director Cindy Wesley- 
Gale to Grade 5 to 8 stu¬ 
dents assembled in the 
gym at Didsbury's 
West glen School during a 
presentation on Tuesday, 
March 17. 

The Bully-180 program 
is an initiative aimed at 
drawing attention to the 
severe consequences of 
bullying with the goal of 
transforming kids from 
bullies into anti-bullying 
activists. 

Wesley-Gale began cam¬ 
paigning against bullying 
after her daughter Dawn- 
Marie committed suicide 
in Mission, B.C. at the age 
of 14 after intense harass¬ 


ment by bullies. Police 
records show that she 
had received a death 
threat on her cell phone 
only an hour before 
deciding to take her life. 

“I’m seeing 
changes. It’s 
pretty amazing 
some of the 
letters that 
are coming.”

Following the death of 
her daughter, Wesley-Gale 
dedicated herself to edu¬ 
cating people about the 
dangers of bullying. 

"My main concern was 


that I didn’t want another 
suicide,” explained 
Wesley-t laic 

Soon after beginning to 
tell her story publicly, she 
began seeing transforma¬ 
tions and receiving 
responses from bullies, 
the bullied and parents. 

“I’m seeing changes,” 
she said. “It’s pretty 
amazing some of the let¬ 
ters that are coming.” 

Suicide can often be a 
taboo subject in today’s 
world. 

“There’s a stigmatiza¬ 
tion within society [about 
suicide,]” notes Wesley- 
Gale, adding that suicide 
is one the leading killers 
of youth aged 12 to 17. 

“Am I really doing soci¬ 
ety justice by not talking 
about it?” asked Wesley- 
Gale. “Educating [youth] 
empowers and encour¬ 
ages [them] to make posi¬ 
tive choices."

The severity of bullying 
has escalated over the 
years from boys stuffing 
each other into lockers to 
death threats and intense 
psychological bullying. 

However, one thing has 
remained the same: bul¬ 
lies still feed off of having 
an audience, said Wesley- 
Gale. 

“If you take away the 
bystander, it wouldn’t 
happen,” she said, 
encouraging people to get 
involved rather than 
merely watching. 

“Change your position,” 
she said. “Don’t stand 


around [bullying], stand 
between it." 

Ultimately, a great deal 
of good has come out of 
her daughter’s tragic 
death, Wesley-Gale noted. 

“The loss of Dawn- 
Marie was the worst 
nightmare of any mother 
come true, yet out of it all 
there has to be something 
good," she said. “Working 
with [Your Life Counts] 
and reaching as many 
youth and families as I 
can with the Bully-180 
program is that some¬ 
thing good.” 

The silence following 


Wesley-Gale’s presenta¬ 
tion was deafening as stu¬ 
dents absorbed what they 
had just heard. 

Wesley-Gale concluded 
her presentation to the 
school with a stirring 
video commemorating 
her daughter’s life. 

“We all need to take a 
place and have a part in 
this,” Westglen principal 
Jeff Thompson told stu¬ 
dents.

Commentary 

Province addressing 
health-care concerns

For (he healthy, health 
is something that's easy to 
take for granted. But for 
the thousands upon thou¬ 
sands of Albertans who 
rely on our health care 
system each year, health 
is a vital issue. All 
Albertans need access to 
quality health care. 

From time to time, as 
your MLA and representa¬ 
tive, I am asked questions 
about health-care in 
Alberta. Recently, I had 
the opportunity to talk 
with our frontline health 
workers at the Didsbury 
Auxiliary Foundation’s 
Annual General Meeting. 
But I’d like to take a few 
moments to discuss some 
health issues more gener¬ 
ally here. 

Many of you are aware 
that there has been signif¬ 
icant restructuring to our 
health-care system in the 
past year. The regional 
health boards amalgamat¬ 
ed into one superboard 
under Alberta Health 
Services, reducing both 
costs and bureaucracy. In 
addition, health-care pre¬ 
miums were eliminated in 
January, saving taxpayers 
money. 

The provincial govern¬ 
ment also began moving 
forward with Vision 2020, 
a long-term strategic plan 
to make health-care sus¬ 
tainable. Vision 2020 has 
some important goals for 
smaller municipalities 
and rural areas, including 
providing the right serv¬ 
ice, in the right place, at 
the right time, and 
enhancing access to high 
quality services in rural 


areas. 

Alberta Health and 
Wellness is working close¬ 
ly with the Alberta Health 
Services staff who repre¬ 
sent rural areas to review 
services and determine a 
more integrated care 
model for rural communi¬ 
ties in Alberta. Previously 
proposed and approved 
health capital projects 
throughout the province, 
including a 60-bed long¬ 
term care facility in 
Didsbury, have been put 
on hold and are being re¬ 
evaluated in the context 
of the newly created 
Alberta Health Services. 

I have received several 
inquiries about drug cov¬ 
erage for seniors. The 
Alberta Pharmaceutical 
Strategy is designed to 
meet Albertans needs 
while making drug cover¬ 
age programs more acces¬ 
sible, efficient and sus¬ 
tainable. 

The proposed 

deductibles for seniors 
are based on income and 
the ability to pay. A spe¬ 
cial financial considera¬ 
tion process will be in 
place in case a senior has 
difficulty with deductible 
payments. 

Under the Canada 
Health Act, only prescrip¬ 
tion drugs administered in 
a hospital must be provid¬ 
ed without charge. But 
the provincial government 
recognizes the role drugs 
play in the health-care 
system. The strategy’s 
goal, therefore, is to pro¬ 
vide assistance to lower 
income seniors and 
Albertans through spon¬ 
sored drug plans. 

The rapidly rising cost 


of prescription drugs and 
drug programs is a matter 
of serious concern 
throughout Canada. In 
Alberta today, $1.2 billion 
of our health-care budget 
is spent on drugs. The 
health budget is more 
than $13.2 billion and con¬ 
sumes more than 34 per 
cent of total government 
revenue. 

Meanwhile, there are 
currently around 376,500 
seniors living in Alberta 
and the seniors popula¬ 
tion is expected to 
increase 40 per cent over 
the next decade, to over 
600,000. 

Expenditures in health¬ 
care are growing faster 
than those of any other 
ministry or branch of gov¬ 
ernment. With declining 
resource revenues and 
escalating health-care 
budgets, clearly changes 
to the status quo are a 
must. 

By asking Alberta’s sen¬ 
iors to contribute toward 
their own drug costs, 
based on their income, 
the government is 
enabling the continued 
sustainability of publicly 
funded programs for the 
Albertans of today and 
tomorrow. 

I hope I have addressed 
some of your questions 
regarding health-care. I 
am honoured to represent 
you in the Alberta 
Legislature. Should you
